Long before he enjoyed the re- 


motest prospect of office—at a time 
when Lord Palmereton, who not 
nly disliked but despised him, 
eemed to have been chosen dictator 
or life, Mr. Bright came forward in 
very handsome manner to detend 
he Queen.

The mem- 
ber for Birmingham was at length 
a minister and had to repair to 
Windsor, where he was to kneel be- 
fore the sovereign, kiss her 5iand 
and receive his portfolio, 
Her 


majesty, with her usual thoughtful- 
ness, informed the Premier that his 
Quaker colleague need not trouble 
himself to kneel or perform any 
other ceremony abhorrent to his 
con«cience. Further he might pre- 
sent himself in whatsoever costume 
pleased him best. Mr Bright con- 
sidered himself bound to meet the 
Queen half way. He did not kneel 
but he bowed very low, he touched 
the royal hand with a veneration 
such as Catholics accord to the 
Pope's foot, while his dress pre- 
sented a remarkable combination of 
essentially conflicting designs.

manufactured by E. H.Walker f: Co., 
Chicago. Our reporter visited theC., B. 
& Q, works last evening and witnessed 
the test, which was in every respect en- 
tirely satisfactory, the light being soft 
and bright. The apparatus WP.S patented 
in 1872, and is used successfully in light- 
ing country and suburban residences, 
churches, hotels, seminaries, stores, halls, 
asylums and large or email manufactur- 
ing establishments. The apparatus costs 
from $173 to $2,000, and will furnish gas 
for from 10 to 500 jets. The cost of the 
apparatus now in use by Chambers, Ber- 
ing & Quinlan is about $1,000. It fur- 
nishes gas for 75 jets, which supplies 
abundant light for the operatives in all 
parts of tha establishment, doing away 
with all possible danger from the use of 
lamps or candles, and the gas can be fur- 
nished at a cost of only $1.00 per thou- 
sand feet, which is ;from $1.50 to $2.00 
ess than that charged by coal gas compl- 
ies for the same number of feet. 


SIMPLE, SAFSAND DURABLE. 


The apparatus is exceedingly simple in 
onstruction. It has no complicated tna- 
hinery or gearing, and it is ilmost iinpos- 
ible for it to get out of order. It con- 
ists of two parts, the first part being 
he "Air Blower," which is placed in the 
building to be illuminated. The second 
part is the "Caiburetter," or gasoline" 
lolder, which is constructed of galvaniz- 
ed iron, and which is buried in the ground 
50 feet south of the C. B. & Q. works, 
,nd r>0 feet east of the office. 
These 


two parts are connected by two under- 
ground pipes—one conveying the air from 
:he blower to the "Carburetter," and the 
other conveying the gas from the carbu- 
retter to the building. The machinery is 
operated by simply winding up the heavy 
weight once or twice a week, and by 
filling up the "Carburetter" with gasoline 
once in three months.
